Federal Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke told lawmakers Thurs- 
day that the central bank is look- 
ing into the use by Goldman Sachs 
and other Wall Street firms of high- 
risk financial instruments to make 
bets that Greece would default on 
its debt. 

Bernanke said the Fed is exam- 
ining companies’ use of credit 
default swaps, a form of insurance 
against bond defaults.

Trainers will continue working 
with a killer whale that grabbed 
one of their colleagues and dragged 
her underwater, killing her, but Sea- 
World said Thursday it is reviewing 
its procedures after the attack.

Dawn Brancheau as a horrified 
audience watched. 

Killer whale shows are suspend- 
ed indefinitely in Orlando and at 
the park’s San Diego location. 

Chuck Tompkins, who is in 
charge of training at all SeaWorld 
parks, said Thursday that Tilikum 
will not be isolated from the Orlan- 


do location’s seven other whales. 

“We want him to continue to be 
part of that social group,” Tomp- 
kins said. 

Trainers will review safety pro- 
cedures and change them as need- 


ed, but Tompkins said he doesn’t 
expect the killer whale shows to 
be much different.

Turkish PM Rejects Calls for Early Election

A confident Turkish prime minis-

Rivals hold their first 
meeting since 2008 
Mumbai terror attack 

New Delhi, India 

India and Pakistan held their first 
official talks Thursday since the 
2008 Mumbai siege, with both 
sides saying they wanted to rebuild 
trust shattered in that attack but 
acknowledging that the meet- 
ing was just a first step toward a 
renewed peace process. 

In the four-hour meeting 
between the nuclear-armed rivals, 
topics ranged from shared water 
resources to the status of the dis- 
puted Himalayan region of Kash- 
mir. But terrorism was the focus 
of the discussions — an emphasis 
Pakistan quickly made clear would 
only slow further talks. 

“The only way forward is to 
engage meaningfully across the 
board, and not hold the relation- 
ship hostage” to the issue of ter- 
rorism, Pakistani Foreign Secre- 
tary Salman Bashir told reporters 
after the meetings. India has long 
argued that Pakistan has not done 


enough to rein in militants oper- 
ating from its soil, an accusation 
that Pakistan denies. 

Expectations were extremely 
low for Thursday’s talks, which 
were seen as littie more than a sym- 
bolic first meeting and that India 
had billed as “talks about talks.” 
Both sides indicated little of sub- 
stance had been achieved. 

But just meeting after 15 
months was a significant diplomat- 
ic achievement — even if it came 
in the wake of months of pressure 
from Washington, which is eager 


to see Pakistan shift resources 
away from the Indian border and 
toward supporting the U.S. in its 
fight against the Taliban and al- 
Qaeda. 

“Our aims were modest” Indi- 
an Foreign Secretary Nirupama 
Rao said after the discussions. 
“We have set out to take a first 
step towards rebuilding trust, and 
I believe my meeting with the Pak- 
istan foreign secretary has consti- 
tuted that first step.”

Toyota Executive’s Tears Win Over Japanese Public

He hasn’t bowed in apology. He 
hasn’t resigned. But this week Toy- 
ota President Akio Toyoda did per- 
form one of the typical rituals of a 
Japanese executive under attack:

The image of Toyoda choking 
up during a meeting with Ameri- 
can dealers is winning accolades in 
Japan, a society that has a soft spot 
for such displays of emotion.

“Toyota pres- 
ident offers apology, thanks, tears,” 
said a headline in the Asahi. 

“People are going to feel sorry 
for him because he had to go 
through a theatrical ordeal over- 
seas, a very unusual situation for 
a Japanese executive,” said Kuni- 
yoshi Shirai, executive advis- 
er at A.C.E. Consulting in Tokyo.

NTSBEnds

The National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board says it will use new infor- 
mation from a public hearing as it 
determines what caused last year’s 
fatal Metro train crash. 

The NTSB wrapped up a three- 
day hearing on Thursday with tes- 
timony from experts who described 
how some agencies and com- 
panies operate with few errors. 
Board member Robert L. Sumwalt 
says Metro and other transporta- 
tion systems can learn from such 
“high-reliability organizations” to 
improve safety. 

Nine people were killed in June 
when a train struck another train 
stopped on the tracks. Sumwalt 
thanked the family members of 
some victims for attending the 
hearing. Sumwalt says the final 
report on the crash will take sever- 
al months. He says officials are “to 
learn from this tragedy ... so that it

Their names are part of the cultural 
vocabulary: Ella Fitzgerald, Sammy 
Davis Jr., James Brown, Michael

What they have in common 
is the hot spotlight on the famed 
Apollo Theater stage. And soon 
their songs, dance steps, dresses, 
suits, jokes and instruments will 
be gathered together in Washing- 
ton to tell the story of the Apollo’s 
special place in American life. 

The Harlem theater stands as 
one of the 20th century’s best- 
known entertainment spots. For 
its two-year 75th anniversary cel- 
ebration, the National Museum of 
African American History and Cul- 
ture and the current administra- 
tors of the Apollo have organized 
an extensive exhibition about the 
theater and the performers; a list of 
artifacts that will probably be dis- 
played was released Thursday.

Irreconcilable Differences 


After day of talks, 
Obama suggests 
Dems should go it 
alone on health bill 

Washington 

After a day of debate and disagree- 
ment, President Obama concluded 
Thursday’s unprecedented live talk- 
fest on health care with the bleak 
assessment that accord between 
Democrats and Republicans may 
not be possible. He rejected Repub- 
lican preferences for seeking a step- 
by-step solution or simply start- 
ing over. 

Obama strongly suggested that 
Democrats will try to pass a sweep- 
ing overhaul without GOP support, 
by using controversial Senate bud- 
get rules that would disallow fili- 
busters. And then, he said, this fall’s 
elections would write the verdict 
on who was right. 

“We cannot have another year- 
long debate about this,” Obama 
said at the end of the marathon 
policy session. 

Neither side gave much ground, 
sticking mostly to familiar argu- 
ments and talking points. The pres- 
ident urged Republicans to “do 
a little soul searching” but said 
majority Democrats would decide 
quickly how to move forward on a 
priority that has eluded leaders for 
half a century. 

“This will take courage to do,” 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D-Calif., said in her closing speech. 
“But we will get it done.” 

With the conversation veering 
between mind-numbing detail 
and flaring tempers, Obama and

Reid: “I say to my friend Lamar, 
who I have great respect and 
admiration for, you’re entitled to 
your opinions but not your own 
facts. ... If you have a better plan 
for making health insurance 
more affordable, let’s hear it." 


Obama: “When we do prop like 
this— stack it up and you repeat 
2,400 pages, et cetera, you know, 
the truth of the matter is — is that 
health care’s very complicated. 
And we can try to pretend that 
it’s not, but it is." 


What’s Next? 

Republicans have used a filibuster 
to block President Obama’s health 
care overhaul effort with just 40 of 
the Senate’s 100 votes. To overcome 
that. Democrats may use the so- 
called reconciliation process, which 
would let them end the filibuster and 
pass the bill with just a simple major- 
ity. The trouble is that a reconcilia- 
tion bill is supposed to be limited to 
provisions that directly affect taxes 
and spending. That means it may be 
hard for Democrats to include provi- 
sions they covet such as curbing in- 
surance industry practices, (ap) 


his Democratic allies clashed 
with congressional Republicans 
over the right prescription for the 
nation’s broken health care sys- 
tem. Though there was much talk 
of agreement, each side held onto 
long-entrenched positions that left 
them far apart. 

It was essentially a condensed, 
one-day version of the entire past 
year of debate over the nation’s 
health care crisis, with all its heat, 
complexity and detail, and a crash 
course in the partisan divide. 

“We have a very difficult gap to 
bridge here,” said Rep. Eric Cantor 
ofVirginia, the No. 2 House Repub- 
lican. “We just can’t afford this. 
That’s the ultimate problem.” 

Obama lamented partisan bick- 
ering that has resulted in a stale- 
mate. “Politics, I think, ended 
up trumping practical common 
sense,” he said. 

And yet, even as he pleaded for 
cooperation, Obama insisted on a 
number of Democratic points and 
acknowledged agreement may not 
be possible, particularly on the 
trickiest area of extending cover- 
age to the uninsured and prevent- 
ing insurers from denying cover- 
age. “I don’t know, frankly, whether 
we can close that gap,” he said as he 
wrapped up the talks. Jennifer loven

Ohno’s Victory Laps 


Speedskater targets 
two more medals for 
his record collection 


Short Track 

Apolo Anton Ohno sits on the blue 
linoleum floor of the rink manag- 
er’s office, just off the practice ice, 
and contorts himself into various 
stretching positions while mulling 
his legacy as America’s most dec- 
orated winter Olympian. 

“I’ve always, in the back of my 
head, wanted to be known as one 
of the greatest short-track speed- 
skaters of all time,” said Ohno, the 
short-track speedskating star who 
has won more medals than any U.S. 
winter Olympian (seven) ever. 

Few have been better than the 
27-year-old who hung around for a 
third Olympics because they were 
about three hours from his home- 
town of Seattle. 

His medal collection features 
two golds, two silvers and three 
bronzes. His body carries the wear 
and tear from years of careening 
around a hockey-sized rink at top 
speed, knowing a crash or disquali- 
fication can come at any second. 

So far at these games, Ohno has a 
silver in the 1,500 and a bronze in the 
1,000, and passed long-track speed- 
skaters Bonnie Blair and Eric Heiden. 



The Greatest? 

With seven medals, Apolo Anton Ohno 
is the most decorated American winter 
Olympian ever— surpassing the great Bon- 
nie Blair (six medals, four golds) and Eric 
Heiden (five medals, all gold). However, some 
critics wonder how Ohno can be considered 
as good or better than two skaters who won 
more gold in a form of speedskating that ex- 
isted long before short track made its Olympic 
debut in 1992. “Anyone who sees our sport can 
respect the fact that if you win one medal, it 
means a lot,” he said. “If I had seven golds. I’m 
sure there would be critics as well." (ap) 


He’ll shoot for more hardware with 
the 500-meter Friday night, when 
Ohno also will anchor the U.S. team 
in the 55000-meter relay. 

“It’s going to be insane, a little 
scary,” he said about the 45-lap relay. 
“There’s going to be no giveaways

in the final. We have to be on point. 
It’s going to be fun, though.” 

Fun is not something Ohno had 
too much of in the months leading 
up to these games. 

He hired his strength and con- 
ditioning coach, John Schaeffer, to 
move into his Salt Lake City home 
and run his monastic life like a box- 
er’s training camp. 

His daily regimen included 
watching videos of races for an 
hour, no phone calls after 6 p.m., no 
computer use past 7 p.m., meditat- 
ing for an hour, an hour-long mas- 
sage and lights out by 9 p.m. 

“I said, df this is the last hurrah, I 
want to make sure I have no regrets 
and there’s nothing else I could have 
done,”’ Ohno said, (ap)

Think Greek key designs, overlapping 
circles or retro-looking flowers and 
tree branches. “You can use tradition- 
al furniture and put up contennporary 
wallpaper and it updates the whole 
thing," saysThonnas. 

“There are also a Lot of very fun, 
textural wallpapers," says Catherine 
Hailey, principal of Arlington-based 
Hailey Design. “Some are actually 
fabric that’s been backed with paper, 
which can really dress a room up. 


There are also some interesting wall- 
papers with a relief [a raised texture], 
which you can paint any color you 
want." Hailey Likes Donghia (Donghia. 
com) for items such as Linen and PVC 
wall coverings, and Weitzner Lim- 
ited (WeitznerLimited.com) for paint- 
able options. 

When it comes to applying wallpa- 
per, many designers prefer to paper a 
whole room — rather than accenting 
a niche or shelving — for maximum 
impact. “I really Like using wallpapers 
to create intimacy," says Bethesda- 
based designer Carol Freedman. 

Not ready to commit to wallpaper? 
Check out wall decals and stickers; 
they're not just for kids anymore. “De- 
cals and stickers are a fantastic tool 
for kitchens, closets — anyplace you 
want to have some fun," says Freed- 
man. Try Blik (WhatisbLik.com) for 
pieces such as faux headboards, Dali 
Decals (DaLidecaLs.com) for geomet- 
ric and floral motifs, and Perm Living 
for funky, graphic elements, b.l.

think it’s a great, great color; it’s 
so soothing and stimulating at the 
same time.” 

And forget gray’s dull, drab 
reputation, A light gray can func- 
tion like a neutral but add more 
interest than just plain white. A 
metallic shade can add elegance 
and drama to a room — without 
making it look like a disco. 

“Metallic paints don’t have to 
be glossy and shiny,” says well- 
known L.A.-based designer Kelly 
Wearstler, author of “Hue” (AMMO

going to feel a little agitated in a 
room that’s all red.”

Have dreams of growing your 
own food and living off the land? 
You don’t need a 10 -acre spread 
to do it, says Gayla Trail, author 
of “Grow Great Grub: Organic 
Food From Small Spaces” (Clark- 
son Potter, $19.99). In fact, even 
the most urban condo dwellers 
and the blackest thumbs can turn 
green. Trail, a Toronto resident 
who’s raised her own fruits and 
veggies in a rooftop garden for 10 
years, spills all the dirt on what it 
takes to embrace your inner farmer. 

BETH LUBERECKI 

Why do you find it so satisfying to 
grow your own food? 

I’m very self-sufficient. While I 
can’t possibly grow enough food 
in the city to be completely self- 
sufficient, I can make a difference 
and contribute to at least some of 
my own eating. There’s a pride 
that you get when you grow your 
own food. I’ve been doing it for so 
many years, and still every year 
when that first tomato comes. I’m 
so proud of it. 

Why aren’t you intimidated by the 
fact that you don’t have a huge 
backyard or gardening plot? 

The idea that you need all of that 
space to have a garden, that’s old- 
school thinking. It really doesn’t 
apply anymore. In other places 
around the world, people don’t 
have backyards, and they’ve been 
growing their own food for years 
without thinking about it. 

During the winter months, what 
can you grow indoors? 

There are lots of herbs you can 
grow. One that I’m a huge fan of is 


Cuban oregano, which is also called 
broadleaf thyme. It has very large 
leaves and an amazing fragrant 
smell. It doesn’t taste like thyme 
but is a little more sweet and fra- 
grant. It’s just a pretty plant and 
un-killable. Regular thyme also 
does really well in a windowsill; 
it’s very forgiving. 

Which herbs are more challeng- 
ing to grow indoors? 

Winter is a time when window- 
sills can be very chilly and can go 
between hot and cold. And if your 
baseboard heating is like mine, it’s 
very drying. It creates this incred- 
ibly dry air, and some herbs just

can’t deal with that. Sweet basil 
does not do well, I find. It’ll go for 
a certain length of time, but peo- 
ple have to accept the fact that it’s 
not going to survive through the 
whole winter. But oregano and 
marjoram do really well. If you 
don’t have a lot of sun, you can try 
chives or parsley. 

What kind of space and equip- 
ment do you need? 

A sunny windowsill is your best 
bet — the brightest spot you can 
find. You want a pot that has 
drainage. A lot of windowsill kits 
you can buy don’t have drainage, 
and herbs absolutely hate that. It’s 
another reason why they don’t sur- 
vive indoors. You want potting soil. 
You don’t want to use soil out of the 
ground, even if it’s incredibly good

soil in the ground, because it won’t 
be good in a pot. It doesn’t provide 
the right kind of drainage. Soil is 
the one place I tell people they 
should spend their money. 

What are some tips for contain- 
er gardening, for people who just 
have a small condo balcony or 
tiny concrete patio? 

One of the big problems beginners 
have is they tend to grow big plants 
in small containers. A tomato plant’s 
size is deceptive. A seedling is only 
about 4 inches tall and in a tiny lit- 
tle pot. But a tomato plant will grow 
into a massive plant. The bigger the 
pot, the better; it means the plant 
is going to have enough soil to sus- 
tain its root system and also means 
you’re not going to be out there 
watering it every five seconds. 

In a big container, you can also 
mix a couple of different kinds of 
plants. The general trick to mixing 
food plants in one container is to 
grow one plant that produces fruit

— which can be tomatoes, peppers 
or zucchini — and then surround 
it with plants that produce leaves 
but no fruit, like lettuce and herbs. 
Fruit plants have much larger root 
systems. If you try to put two fruit- 
ing plants with big roots into a con- 
tainer, they’ll just compete against 
each other and you’ll end up with 
less production. 

Do you have any tips on when and 
how to move plants outdoors, if 
they’ve been started inside over 
the winter? 

It depends on the plant. Each type 
of plant is started at a different time 
based on the length of time it takes 
the plant to bear fruit, as well as 
the temperatures they can han- 
dle. This isn’t the case right across 
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the board, but most plants that are 
started indoors go out sometime 
after the last frost. 

All seedlings that have been 
grown indoors must go through 
a process known as “hardening 
off.” This is a system of accli- 
mating plants from life indoors 
to the harsh conditions outside. 
The process involves gradually 
introducing your plants to life 
outdoors for short periods of time 
over a period of two weeks. Keep 
them outside in a sheltered spot 
for longer periods of time with 
every passing day. By the end 
of two weeks, they can stay out- 
side. Simply plopping your indoor 
plants, even sun-loving tomatoes, 
straight out into the garden will 
send them into a state of shock 
and likely kill them, depending 
on the conditions.

If your home is the size of a corner 
office, it helps to have an exception- 
al view.

and now he has no room for a cof- 
fee table. 

Ackerman, a lawyer original- 
ly from New Orleans, moved to 
Washington in 2006 to start a new 
life and open his own law firm. He 
hired Georgetown architect and 
designer Ernesto Santalla of Stu- 
dio Santalla to gut a dated one-bed- 
room condo, remake the architec- 
ture and interiors, and show him 
how to live well with less. 

Ackerman and Santalla agreed 
that Ackerman would start from 
scratch, bringing nothing of his 
old life, except his clothing, and his 
John Grisham books and presiden- 
tial autobiographies.

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“The apartment seemed cramped 
and old because the space was not 
used efficiently,” Santalla says. 

He added built-in furniture such 
as the anigre wood storage cabinet 
with CaesarStone countertop in the 
living room and the upholstered 
headboard. He removed the tub 
and added a glass-walled shower. 
In place of the dated wall-to-wall 
carpeting, limestone floors were 
installed. Ackerman’s 100 shirts 
and 30 pairs of shoes were orga- 
nized in a bedroom wall Santalla 
had customized from California 
Closets. Santalla even asked Ack- 
erman to buy a Kindle to cut down 
on new books. 

“The opportunity to totally start 
over lets you have everything fit 
together,” says Santalla. “But you 
have to be disciplined.” 

Some features and rooms actu-

ally got bigger. There is more coun- 
ter space in the kitchen; the bath- 
room and bedroom are larger, 
because Santalla removed a cor- 
ridor and a dividing wall. 

Ackerman’s finished place, with 
modern lines, neutral tones and a 
collection of paintings and sculp- 
ture, has a gallery-like feel, reflect- 
ing the buildings in his view: the 
National Gallery of Art and National 
Museum of the American Indian. 

For 12 years, Ackerman, 49, 
lived in a spacious Pittsburgh house 
with four bedrooms, a three-car 
garage and a great room. He and 
his longtime partner broke up in 
2005; Ackerman moved to the 
District a year later. He bought a 
condo in the 1992 building because 
of the urban feel and connection to 
the outdoors and sunlight through 
the 19-by-6-foot terrace and floor- 


to-ceiling windows. He rented an 
apartment down the hall during 
renovations. Demolition began in 
January 2007, and the project took 
almost a year because of the cus- 
tomization and the condo’s regula- 
tions on construction hours. 

Santalla worked closely with 
Ackerman to design the spaces 
to fit his needs as someone who 
wanted well-organized storage and 
who frequently worked at home. “I 
wanted to have a nice kitchen, even 
though I am not a cook,” says Ack- 
erman, who eats out a lot. 

Ackerman was surprised at one 
of the benefits he’s realized from his 
new lifestyle. “Here you live only 
with necessities,” he says. “Even 
my 401(k) has gone up, because 
I am not spending money fill-

Sun Shines on Demong in Nordic

U.S. skiers snap gold 
draught with a 1-2 
finish in combined 

Nordic Skiing 

Billy Demong and Johnny Spillane 
have given the Americans a 1-2 fin- 
ish in the Nordic combined large 
hill competition that was marred 
by bad weather that forced a re- 
start in the ski jump. 

Demong, of Vermontville, N.Y., 
ended America’s golden goose egg 
in Nordic sports at the Winter 
Games by winning the 10-kilome- 
ter cross-country leg in 25 minutes, 
32.9 seconds, Thursday. Spillane 
won his third silver of these games, 
finishing four seconds behind. 

Bernhard Gruber of Austria, 
who had a 34-second head start 
after jumping the farthest off the 
large hill after a restart, took the 
bronze 10.8 seconds back. 

Demong, of Vermontville, N.Y., 
started in sixth place and 46 sec- 
onds back but quickly caught his 
teammate and Gruber for a three- 
man race the rest of the way. 

They didn’t have to worry about 


some of the best World Cup athletes 
catching them, after worsening 
weather hampered the top jump- 
ers and relegated them too far back 
in the field to be a factor. 

The cross-country race was run 
in much better weather, but the soft, 
sometimes choppy snow put a pre- 
mium on the proper wax and ski 


setup. Unlike the team relay when 
Demong was done in by bad skis, he 
had the perfect combination to put 
the Americans atop the podium. 

Before Vancouver, the only medal 
won by the Americans in Nordic 
sports — biathlon, ski jumping, 
Nordic combined and cross-coun- 
try skiing — was a silver by cross-

country skier Bill Koch in 1976 and 
a bronze by ski jumper Anders Hau- 
gen in 1924. Now, they have six. 
And they don’t care if these last two 
came thanks to some fortune on the 
weather front with the rain, snow 
and wind on the jump hill aiding 
this historic breakthrough. 

“It’s an outdoor sport,” said 
American Todd Lodwick, who fin- 
ished 13th. “The jury can do what 
they can do. They can’t really con- 
trol nature. Was it right to start 
the round over again? You never 
know. You could do this competi- 
tion over and over again; I think 
you’d come out with a different 
result every time.” (ap)

Alpine Skiing 

Years from now, when Julia Mancu- 
so reflects on the Vancouver Olym- 
pics, she will always have two silver 
medals to make her smile — and a 
final 24 hours to make her wince. 

A simple account of the way 
her Vancouver Games ended must 
include Thursday’s eighth-place 
finish behind Viktoria Rebens- 
burg of Germany in the giant sla- 
lom, an event Mancuso won four 
years ago at the Turin Olympics. 
But there is so much more. 

The public fascination with 
exactly how much ill will there 
might be between Mancuso and 
American teammate Lindsey Vonn. 
The dashing of Mancuso’s medal 


chances in the giant slalom when 
her first run Wednesday was inter- 
rupted because she left the starting 
gate not knowing that Vonn was 


crashing ahead of her. And the deep 
sadness that came later Wednesday, 
when she learned that a friend from 
back home in California, profession- 


al free skier C.R. Johnson, had died 
at age 26. “It’s been a long couple 
weeks,” Mancuso said. 

Mancuso sought to defuse the sit- 
uation with Vonn Thursday, denying 
she had a grudge over Wednesday’s 
spill or any ill will over the attention 
Venn’s received at the games. 

“It’s just funny the way the uni- 
verse works. I saw Lindsey after, 
and I know that she felt really sorry, 
and you know it’s really not her 
fault, of course,” Mancuso said. 
“And, so, for that to be sort of out 
there — that had nothing to do with 
anything about our relationship. 
Like I said before, the way that it 
came across, that it was a media 
attention fight or something like 
that, is just ridiculous.” (ap) 


won the gold in the downhill. Since 
then, though, it has all gone downhill. 
Vonn took bronze in the super-G but 
crashed out in the super-connbined 
and giant slalonn. 

The later spill forced fellow Anner- 
ican Julia Mancuso to restart, which 
no doubt hindered her perfornnance. 

It also brought to the fore Mancuso's 
frustration with all the attention given 
to her lifelong rival. Mancuso, who has 
won three Olynnpic nnedals to Venn's 
two, probably wishes the nnedia loved 
her nnore. Then she'd be the story. 

Soon, though, Mancuso won't have 
to worry about hearing Venn's nanne 
wherever she turns. By next week, 
Vonn, like nnost Olynnpians, will fade 
into mennory until 2014, when some 
athlete we've probably never heard of 
is the talk at the Sochi Games.

Terps Unranked, Yet Off Bubble 



Terps Hoops 

Gary Williams’ pre-game fist 
pump shoots skyward with just 
a bit more vigor. The student sec- 
tion sings the fight song with a lit- 
tle extra sincerity. 

And this year, as February 
eases toward March, no one in 
College Park is muttering the 
dreaded “B-word” word under 
their breath. 

The Maryland Terrapins are 
not on the bubble. 

With 20 victories and three reg- 
ular-season games remaining, the 
question is not whether they will 
make the NCAA tournament; it’s 
whether they’ll arrive at Selec- 
tion Sunday in position for a favor- 
able draw. 

“I’m very pleased,” Williams 
said. “I think we’ve worked very 
hard to get to where we are. But 
nothing’s clinched yet; nothing’s 
determined.” 

A year ago, the Terrapins scram- 



bled down the stretch to avoid miss- 
ing the tournament for the fourth 
time in five seasons. Williams defi- 
antly defended his program and 
brushed off questions from the 
media and fans about his job secu- 
rity, a harsh indignity for a coach 
with two decades of tenure. 

In 2010, his sniping is reserved 


for those casting their ballots for the 
national rankings, which have left the 
Terrapins (20-7, 10-3) in the also-ran 
category even as they move toward 
their best record in ACC play since 
their national championship season 
in 2002. They lost only one confer- 
ence game that year but have lost at 
least five in each season since. 


“We should be ranked,” he said. 
“I don’t think that’s too much of an 
argument.” 

Maryland currently sits com- 
fortably in second place in the ACC 
standings behind No. 5 Duke (23- 
4, 1T2), which handled the Terra- 
pins easily earlier this month in 
Durham. Next Wednesday’s visit 
from the Blue Devils is sandwiched 
between road games Saturday at 
Virginia Tech (21-6, 8-5) and March 
6 at Virginia (14-12, 5-8). 

Overtaking Duke for the top 
spot would require some tough play 
and some good fortune. But like 
Williams, the players are quick to 
snuff out any sense of complacen- 
cy, any idea that simply making the 
NCAA Tournament is enough. 

“This is my job to keep every- 
body hungry,” said Greivis Vasquez, 
the statistical and emotional leader 
of the team, who returned for his 
senior season after a brief flirtation 
with the NBA Draft. “I’m hungry. 
This is what I want. I came back 
for a reason. I came back to win 
this league, win the ACC champi- 
onship, but it’s not going to be easy. 
I’ve got to make sure my guys stay 

focused.” DEREK TURNER

“Fin your ghost ” announces Ewan 
McGregor’s character in “The 
Ghost Writer,” in which he plays 
a steadfastly anonymous young 
author assigned to pen the mem- 


oirs of a retired British prime min- 
ister. Indeed, there are hauntings 
aplenty in this sleek, masterful 
thriller that recalls such classics 
as “All the President’s Men” and 
the more recent “Michael Clay- 
ton” in its pared-down, paranoid 
style. Like an expert driver behind 
the wheel of a purringly expen- 
sive automobile, director Roman 
Polanski invites viewers to set- 
tle back and simply enjoy a ride 
whose sinuous curves he navi- 


gates with supreme assurance and 
skill — banishing, at least for the 
moment, thoughts of the skeletons 
that haunt his own life. 

The Ghost, as McGregor’s pro- 
tagonist is called, has taken on 
the memoir project after the first 
author mysteriously met his death. 
The day the Ghost seals the deal, 
he’s whisked to an island off Massa- 
chusetts, where former prime min- 
ister Adam Lang (Pierce Brosnan) 
lives in an elegantly appointed con-

Crete bunker with his wife (played 
with biting asperity by Olivia Wil- 
liams) and a staff of comely assis- 
tants, led with velvet-gloved author- 
ity by Lang’s personal aide, Amelia 
(Kim Cattrall). As the Ghost sets 
to work on the project, he realiz- 
es that Lang’s distant reticence, a 
tight deadline and curiously tight 
security around the project will be 
the least of his problems. 

It’s difficult to overstate how 
good “The Ghostwriter” is, if only 
because the things it does well are 
so simple: Working with co -writ- 
er Robert Harris, here adapting 
his own novel, Polanski smooth- 
ly threads viewers through a story 
that on paper might seem ludi- 
crously contrived but that with 
his exacting execution comes alive 
with flawless detail, convincing 
performances and an uncanny 
prescience. 

(Lang is clearly based on Tony 
Blair, but the film also evokes the 
spirits of Bill and Hillary Clin- 
ton, Dick Cheney and such private 
enterprises as Halliburton and the 
Carlyle Group.) 

From the chic austerity of the 
Langs’ undisclosed location to the 
gradually revealed nexus between 
academia, politics and corporate 
influence, “The Ghost Writer” 
offers an unusually astute glimpse 
of power at its most alluring and 
corrosive. Unlike “Shutter Island,” 
another stop on this season’s archi- 
pelago of island-based thrillers, 
“The Ghost Writer” leaves view- 
ers with all the right questions.

Film Review 

Director Kevin Smith has said that 
one of the things that appealed to 
him about making “Cop Out ” his 
action comedy starring Bruce Wil- 
lis and Tracy Morgan, is that it’s the 
kind of movie the filmmaker’s late 
father would have liked. 

It’s a shame he isn’t around to 
enjoy it. Much of the movie feels 
about 25 years too late. 

The very concept — an odd- 
couple police partnership made 
up of one level-headed guy (Wil- 
lis) and one nut job (Morgan) — 
was starting to show signs of wear 
well before “Lethal Weapon 4” 
(1998). Other than his casting of 
Morgan — an unpredictable wild 
man who does most of the come- 
dic heavy lifting — Smith has given 
us a lazy retread. 


Not 15 minutes in, Jimmy (Wil- 
lis) and Paul (Morgan) have already 
botched one case and been chewed 
out by their captain (Sean Cullen), 
who suspends them. That sets 
in motion the main plot, which 
revolves around Jimmy and Paul’s 
efforts to retrieve a collectible base- 
ball card of Jimmy’s that has been 
stolen. Without it, Jimmy won’t be 
able to come up with the 50 grand 
for his daughter’s wedding. 


All this, of course, is merely an 
excuse for Jimmy and Paul to ban- 
ter, bicker and crack wise in a foul- 
mouthed fashion. It’s pretty funny 
stuff. In this case. Smith is smart 
enough to wind Morgan up and 
get out of his way. 

What results is a tour de force of 
sheer comic energy that threatens 
to rip apart the film — it’s a perfor- 
mance in search of a movie, michael

ALVIN AND THE CHIPMUNKS: THE 
SQUEAKQUEL (PG, 88 minutes) For 
its young (or merely immature) target 
audience — your average fourth-grader 
— this sequel to the 2007 feature about 
an animated trio of squeaky-voiced 
singing rodents is a far sight better than 
the original.

THE BLIND SIDE (PG-13, 126 minutes) 
Based on the true story of Michael Oher 
and Leigh Anne Tuohy, “The Blind Side" 
hasa straightforward lack of cheap senti- 
mentthatsaves it from being eithertoo 
maudlin orsaccharine-sweet. Especially 
in thefilm’ssoaring, triumphant final mo- 
ments, viewers get the sense that this 
isn’t a story about race or redemption or 
thecomplexitiesofclassand culture. It’s 
a story about family, (ah) 

THE BOOK OF ELI (R, 118 minutes) Denzel 


Washington beautifully inhabitsthefilm’s 
titular hero, a laconic, solitary gunslinger 
who’s also custodian of a mysterious 
tome, carried in his backpackas he travels 
through a burned-out landscape popu- 
lated by cannibalistic “hijackers." Gary 
Oldman makesa greatvillain, tearing into 
the part of Carnegie, the corrupt, small- 
town boss who also wants Eli’s bookfor 
his personal library. (MO) 

CRAZY HEART (R, 111 minutes) You don’t 
have to be a fan of Waylon Jennings, Kris 
Kristofferson, Merle Flaggard, Townes 
Van Zandt, Doug Sahm and sundry other 
Texans and twangers to love this film. 
But it sure can’t hurt. All those musicians 
are invoked by Jeff Bridges in this lovely, 
bittersweet romantic drama, in which 
he virtually channels country music’s 
most storied outlaws, rule-benders and 
heartbreakers. Bridges plays Bad Blake, a 
grizzled singer-songwriter now perform- 
ing on the Southwestern bowling alley 
circuit. (AH) 

DEAR JOHN (PG-13, 108 minutes) It’s not 
as ifthere’sanything wrong with the stars 
of this story of young love and heartbreak 
centering on the long-distance romance 
and postal correspondence between a 
young soldier stationed in the Middle 
East and the collegiate dream girl he’s 
known for all of two weeks. As John and 
Savannah, Channing Tatum and Amanda 
Seyfried, respectively, maketheirwhirl- 
wind courtship about as believable as 
any spring fling could be. Then Nicholas 
Sparks went and ruined things. No, I’m 
not upset by what eventually happens. 
Rather, it’s the excuse he came up with 
forSavannah’sactions.

EDGE OF DARKNESS (R, 117 minutes)

revenge fantasy is a methodical and 
workmanlike thing. After only about 
five minutes of mourning for his dead 
child (Bojana Novakovic), Craven washes 
the blood off his face and gets down to 
business, runningthroughthe list of his 
daughter Emma’s contacts from her cell 
phone, and systematically contacting 
them, one by one by one. Soon, he’s 
unearthed a vast cabal, conspiracy and 
cover-up. (mo) 

AN EDUCATION (PG-13, 100 minutes) 
Sixteen-year-old Jenny (Carey Mulligan) 
lives in London with her anxious, ambi- 
tious parents, who are channeling all 
their post-war striving into aspirations 
for their bright, pretty daughter. Jenny 
is headed to Oxford and, presumably, 
better things when she crosses paths 
with a handsome older man who takes 
her under his wing. Screenwriter Nick 
Hornby and director LoneScherfig have 
adapted Lynn Barber’s memoir to near- 
perfection, capturing British life in 1961 
as an era between the ’50s and the Youth 
Revolution, (ah) 

IT’S COMPLICATED (R, 199 minutes) As 
Janeand Jake Adler— 10 years divorced 
and with three grown children, yet sud- 
denly drawn back into each other’s lives 
(and beds)aftera drunkenfling overthe 
weekend of their son’s (Hunter Parrish) 
college graduation — Alec Baldwin and 
Meryl Streep pick up the movie and run 
away with it. The writing and direction. 


by rom-com veteran Nancy Meyers 
(“Something’s Gotta Give"), are deft 
enough. But it’s Streep and Baldwin’s 
gamely ribald performances, and their 
seemingly effortless, effervescent 
chemistry, that put the pep in this 
movie’s highly choreographed, yet richly 
entertaining step.

SHERLOCK HOLMES (PG 13, 125 
minutes) Directed by Guy Ritchie and 
starring Robert Downey Jr., the new- 
est contribution to the world of Arthur 
Conan Doyle spin-offs is less a product 
of genuinely Holmesian DNA than, say, 
“Se7en.’’ There’s black magic here, too; 
Lord Blackwood (Mark Strong) — who 
has been going around London dispensing 
with people— has apparently risen from 
the dead. (MO) 

SHUTTER ISLAND (R, 138 minutes)This 
gothic thriller begins in 1954, when two 
U.S. marshals, Teddy Daniels(Leonardo 
DiCaprio) and Chuck Aule (Mark Ruffalo), 
arrive at the eponymous island just off 
Massachusetts, where looms the im- 
penetrable Ashecliffe Hospital for the 
criminally insane. The marshals have 
been detailed to find a prisoner who has 
suddenly vanished from her locked cell. 
As a hurricane bears down on the island, 
Teddy and Chuck match wits with the 
hospital’s chief physician, the brilliant 
Dr. Cawley, played with poker-faced elan 
by Ben Kingsley. Martin Scorsese creates 
a pastiche of moody atmosphere, styl- 
ized flashbacks and dream sequences, 
and a devotion to flagrant violence that 
finally turns rancid and repulsive. And 


Scorsese’s fascination with images of 
dead children — drowned, bloodied, 
ashen-faced — isn’t sinister or scary or 
even creepy. It’s just weird, (ah) 
VALENTINE’S DAY (PG-13, 124 minutes) 
Foralmostallof its 124 minutes, “Valen- 
tine’s Day" delivers exactly what anyone 
with remedialknowledgeofthe romantic 
comedy genre would expect. It does 
surprise once or twice as it unspools 
its multiple, vaguely connected, L.A. 
lovey-dovey stories. The rest of the film, 
however, just runs around the same old 
romantic-comedy bases, jen chaney 
WOLFMAN (R, 125 minutes) The arms 
and legs begin to stretch. The hands 
turn into razor-sharp claws. The teeth 
grow jagged, the head and body sprout 
coarse hair and the eyes gleam with 
a ferocious killer’s stare. Benicio Del 
Toro’s creepy transformation from man 
to beast is the highlight of an otherwise 
uninspired remake of the 1941 horror 
classic starring Lon Chaney Jr. as the 
poor sucker who becomes a werewolf 
after being bitten by one. Del Toro had 
better hope that viewers forget his 
cheesy performance here as soon as 
possible. Director Joe Johnston pulls 
out all the stops to make us scream and 
biteourtongues. Yet it’s all too predict- 
able and by the book, even with a few 
plot twists that aren’t in the original.
